Supreme Court Holds Govern- 
ment May Proceed With Ac- 
tion in New York. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. . 6.—The 
Government won in the Supreme 
Court today in its effort to con- 
tinue with anti-trust proceedings in 
the United States District Court. of 
York seeking disso- 


A decision by a three-judge cir- 
cuit court at Philadelphia permit- 
ting the Department of Justice to 
go ahead with the litigation was 
affirmed in an opinion delivered 
by Justice McReynolds, Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes and Justice Stone did 
not participate. 

The Aluminum company contend- 
ed the litigation, if any were need 
ed, should have been brought be- 
fore the District Court at Pitts- 
burgh, where a consent decree 
against the concern was entered in 
1912. In filing the suit, the Gov- 
ernment charged the aluminum 
company and 62 other defendants 
with monopoly and conspiracy to 
monopolize trade in aluminum and 
related articles. It said many of 
the other defendants were sub- 
sidiaries, or affiliates, of the alumi- 
num company. 

The District Court at Pittsburgh 
granted the company an injunction 
against the New York proceedings. 
It held 'that such action should be 
brought at Pittsburgh. 

The Circuit Court ruled, however, 
that the present suit and the 1912 
litigation were different in that the 
latter was agaisnt the aluminum 
company alone. . 

The Department of Justice said 
it started the new proceedings aft- 
er the aluminum company raised 
the price of its product several 
months ago.

District Attorney Walter 
Ferris of Westchester County said 
he had been told that the Federal 
authorities had taken over the in- 


vestigation. . 
Contact Reported Made. 

One report was that a contact 
had been established with the sup- 
posed kidnapers by members of the 
ranged to take place in Manhattan 
nue office in New York City one of 
Fried’s brothers, Henry, said he 
knew nothing of a kidnaping or a 
demand for ransom. 

Fried’s brothers, the reports per- 
sisted, however, made an earlier 
‘contact with the reputed kidnapers 
and had tried to have the amount 
of ransom reduced. 

Fried is married and has an &- 
year-old son, Arlen. 

Telephone calls to the home of 
Fried’s mother, Mrs; Emma Fried, 
were being intercepted at the cen- 
tral telephone exchange and the 
callers’ numbers relayed to police 
headquarters. : 

Vanishes After Going to Show. 

Fried attended a motion picture 
show Saturday night with his wife, 
a brother-in-law and the latter’s 
wife. On the way home they left 
him at his mother’s house to get 
his automobile, which he had parked 
there. The others went on to Fried’s 
apartment. 

They waited for him, but he did 
not return. At 1:30 a. m. Sunday 
a message that he was missing was 
flashed over the police wires. Two 
hours later his car was found at 
the edge of the city. 

Harold Daniels, Fried’s brother- 
in-law and a New York building 
financier, denied today a ransom 
note had been received so far as 
he knew, but the report was con- 
firmed at county police headquar- 
ters. 

Fried is a son of the late Joseph 
Fried, head of the Empire Sand & 
Gravel Co. and Joseph Fried & Son, 
Bronx cinder company. Fried is 
manager of the Bronz office of the 
Colonial Sand & Stone Co. 

The first inkling that Fried was 
thought to have been kidnaped 
came yesterday when county police 
officials went to Mrs. Fried's home, 
They discussed the case, it was re- 
ported, but had no definite infor- 
mation at the time as to what had 
happened to Fried. Later in the 
day, it was reported, the demand 
for $100,000 was received.

U. S. RELEASES HELIUM GAS 
TO GERMANY FOR ZEPPELIN 


Export of 17,900,000 Cubic Feet Is 
Authorized by State 
Departmen

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6. — The 
State Department authorized an 
agent of the German Zeppelin Co. 
today to export 17,900,000 cubic feet 
of non-inflammable helium gas. 

The authorization paving the way 
for resumption of experimental 
dirigible flights between Germany 
and United States next spring, re- 
called the explosion of the German 
airship Hindenburg at Lakehurst, 
N. J., last Mayr. 

The Hindenburg was inflated with 
hydrogen, a highly explosive gas, 
and immediately after the tragedy 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, the German 
Zeppelin builder, urged this coun- 
try to release some of its helium 
supply. The United States has a vir-

Birth in Switzerland Complicates 
Status of Child Legitimatized

VIENNA, Dec. 6.—Proceedings

Hughes delivered 
the 5-to-4 decision on litigation in- 
volving taxes imposed by Washing- 
ton State and West Virginia on con- 
tractors building locks and dams 
for the Federal Government. Jus- 
tices Roberts, McReynolds, Suther- 
hand and Butler dissented. — 

The Federal Government inter- 
wened as a “friend of the court” 
in support of such taxes. In the 
opinion of some legal observers, the 
decision broadened the possible field 
of Federal taxation. : Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cummings contended in the 
Government’s brief that to uphold 
the tax the court would have to 
reverse former decisions. He 
that the question be re-examined, 
however, “in the light of the neces- 
sity for a coherent and 
administration of the tax laws of 
the State and the Nation.” 

Washington sought to impose 
taxes on the Silas Mason Co., Inc., 
and other contractors building the 
Grand Coulee Dam in Washington 
State, and West Virginia sought to 
collect from the Dravo Contracting 
Co. of Pittsburgh, which built locks 
and dams in West Virginia. 

The contracting companies con- 
tended that they were Federal in- 
gtrumentalities and the assessments 
interfered with a function of the 
Federal Government. In his deci- 
gion on the Washington case, Jus- 
tice Hughes said that “our conclu- 
sion is that the State had territorial 
jurisdiction to impose the tax...

West Virginia Case Opinion. 

In the decision in the West Vir- 
ginia case Justice Hughes held, 
“that the West Virginia tax so far 
as it is laid upon the gross receipts 
of respondent (the contracting com- 
pany) derived from its activities 
within the borders of the State 
does not interfere in any substan- 
tial way with the performance of 
Federal functions and is a valid

DENIED SUBSIDY CONTRACT 


Maritime Commission denied today 
the application of the 
Mail tSeamship Co. of Baltimore 
for a permanent operating-differen- 
tial subsidy contract. The commis- 
sion said the line, which operated 
five vessels between Baltimore and 
Norfolk, and Havre and Hamburg, 
failed to qualify for a permanent 
subsidy contract under require- 
ments on the Merchant Marine Act. 

hTe line has been in existence 
since 1931. In the next two years 
it spent $9,256,275 equipping vessels 
bought from the Shipping Board. 
To finance the roconditioning of 
the vessels, the company borrowed 
from the Shipnipg Board $6,520,706 
on which it has repaid only $587,- 
600. The balance is secured by a 
blanket mortgage which the Gov- 
ernment holds on all five ships.

But in the 
thick of the New York mayoralty 
campaign, Ickes praised LaGuar- 
dia and intimated that if he were 
re-elected New York City would 
find it easy to obtain Federal 
funds. 

LaGuardia was undoubtedly 
grateful for this pat on the back. 
Shortly after his re-election he for- 
bade: officials of the New Tork 
Housing Authority to attend the 
conference that, Straus has called 
for tomorrow, calling it “another 
one of those star-gazing confer- 
ences.” Charles Abrams, counsel 
for the authority, defied LaGuar- 
dia, resigned and is here to attend 
the conference: Later Langdon W.

LaGuardia -thereupon denounced 
Post and promptly swore in one of 
his secretaries as head of the Au- 
thority.

Constitutionality Questioned at 
Joplin (Mo.) Hearing on 
G10 Charges.

JOPLIN, Mo., Dec. 6.—Attorneys | 


for the Eagle-Picher Lead Co. and 
the Eagle Picher Mining and Smelt- 
ing Co. today attacked the juris- 
diction of the National Labor Re- 
lations Board and the constitution- 
ality of the Federal Labor Rela- 
tions Act at the opening of a hear- 
ing on charges that those compa- 
nies dominated activities of the 
Blue Card union of miners, affiliat- 
ed with the American Federation 
of Labor. 

The attack was made in an 
amended answer, filed before Ex- 
aminer William R. Ringer of Wash- 
ington, who is presiding at thé 
hearing. Ringer admitted the an- 
swer for filing. 

The hearing was marked by fil- 
ing of records and exhibits. The 
courtroom where the hearing is be- 
ing held was packed with miners, 
representing both the Blue Card 
union and the International Union 
of Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers, 
CIO affiliate, which filed the com- 
plaint against the Eagle-Picher 
companies. 

Hearing of Testimony Starts. 

Testimony in the bitter contro- 
versy of the last two and a half 
years in the Tri-State district lead 
and zinc fields over union organiza- 
tion, was begun at the opening ses- 
sion, after a period devoted to in- 
troduction in. evidence of exhibits 
purporting to have bearing on the 
question of whether the LEHagle- 
Picher interests are in interstate 
commerce. 

The first witness was Tony Mc- 
Tier, formerly of Picher, Ok., who 
said he is a member of the execu- 
tive board of the International 
Union of Mine, Mill and Smelter 
Workers, now a CI O affiliate, 
which filed the complaint against 
the Eagle-Picher companies on the 
charges are based. 

Over the objections of Eagle- 
Picher counsel, McTier testified of 
events in the mining filed leading 
up to a general strike called by the 
international union for May 9, 1935.

Colleges May Go 
To Supreme Court 
With Tax Cases 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6-—The 
Supreme Court may be asked to de- 
cide whether football is an “essen- 
tial state function.” 


The question arose in connection 
with Federal taxes on tickets of ad- 
mission to college football games. 

Four state  universities—Iowa, 
West Virginia, Minnesota and Geor- 
gia—have challenged the Govern- 
ment’s right to force them to col- 
lect the tax. 

One has won a suit in lower 
courts to prevent payment of the 
taxes to the Federal Treasury. The 
Government won another, and two 
cases are pending. The four suits 
involve a total of $119,332 in admis- 
sion taxes. | 

Amusement tax laws levey 10 per 
cent on all admissions of more than 
40 cents. The Government has 
ruled that the state universities 
must collect the tax and pay it to 
the Collector of Internal Revenue. 

But the universities contend the 
Government is without authority 
to tax a state institution perform- 
ing an essential state function— 
football is essential, they say. 

The Internal Revenue 
disagrees. Football, says the bu- 
reau, isn’t an essential state func- 
tion. Furthermore, the bureau ar- 
gues, the tax isn’t levied on the 
state institutions themselves, but on 
the football fans who buy the tick- 
ets and the universities are merely 


The bureau sued the University 


ginia for $2029 and Iowa for $4335, 
while Georgia sought to avoid pay- 
ing $4810.

The chief defect lies in the absence of a signature 
requirement. Under the comprehensive plans drawn 
up by Mayor Dickmann’s special committee and by 
a corresponding group in Kansas City, every voteg, 
before receiving a ballot on election day, would 
have been required to write his name, for compari- 
son with his signature on the permanent record. This 
is a highly effective measure against ghost votes, 
floaters and repeaters, as has been demonstrated by 
the experience of numerous cities. Under pressure 
by St. Louis and Kansas City machine politicians, 
the Legislature refused to adopt this all-important 
provision. 

Under the new system, therefore, election frauds 
may still be readily committed. The difficulties in 
checking up on those who vote under the names 
of other persons or under fictitious names remain, 
just as in the past. It is this defect that caused 
Miss Bmma J. Bobb, a recognized authority on elec- 
tion procedure, to say, “There isn’t the slightest 
gleam of hope for honest elections under this bill.” 

Honest. registrations are essential to. honest elec- 
tions. This point was emphasized in an informal 
address last week by Arthur J: Freund, former mem- 
ber of the Nlection Board. The board on which 
Mr. Freund served was widely acclaimed for its 
competent work and last month received the St. 
Louis Award for its distinguished services. Yet 
Mr. Freund made the astonishing assertion that at 
the election of last November, when this board was 
in office, between 15,000 and 20,000 fraudulent votes 
were cast. His estimate was based on the extent of 
registration irregularities which came to the board’s 
attention, but which could not be rectified under 
the prevailing system. No better check is afforded 
by the new law. 

The plan now going into effect contains numer- 
ous other flaws which also must be corrected before 
honest elections can be assured, but the signature 
requirement is the vital point. The campaign for 
a genuine permanent registration law therefore can- 
not be permitted to subside. The point cannot be 
made too often that the present law is a mere make- 
shift. The forces of good citizenship must be rallied 
to bring pressure on the Legislature and force such 
a strengthening of the law that it will become a 
real safeguard of the franchise. 

The machinery is being installed today. It needs 
some new parts and a general tightening before it 
will operate with 100 per cent efficiency. The bosses, 
however, want no change, lest the stealing of elec- 
tions by their unsavory practices be stopped. 

A widespread public revolt is necessary before 


the Legislature can be roused to halt the election

The amount which the company is 
required to absorb in paying the sales tax out of 
earnings is approximately $2,265,000, while some 
$800,000 was cut from the company’s income dtring 
the investigation. This makes a total saving to IIli- 
nois telephone users of: more than $5,715,000 a year 
at the direction of the present commission. 

While a large share of the reductions are centered 
in Chicago—residential measured service, metropol- 
itan area toll service, extension of the 5-cent toll 


or another. The 15-cents-a-month charge for hand- 
set phones has been eliminated entirely, to make a 
saving of $800,000 alone. Rates have also been re- 
duced. in many downstate cities, including Peoria, 
Champaign, Quincy, Alton and Vandalia, and in 169 
rural communities. 

In some ways even more notable than the reduc- 
tions is the manner in which the telephone company 
has received them. Parts of the order, the company 
concedes, “offer definite service improvements as 
well as savings to customers.” The company, there- 
fore, has decided not to contest the order but to give 
the rates a fair trial, notwithstanding its belief that 
the reductions were not justified by conditions. It 
takes the view that with rates reduced, telephone 
business doubtless will increase and perhaps in time 
will entirely offset immediate losses. 

This view is wise. The essence of the utility busi- 
ness is to provide a valuable service at so low a 
cost that great numbers of persons cannot afford to 
be without it. The company as well as the telephone 
users will benefit in the long run from lower rates 
in Tilinois. | 
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FINLAND’S BIRTHDAY. 

Finland was under Swedish rule for six centuries, 
then became a Russian vassal after it was con- 
quered by Peter the Great in 1710. The sturdy 
Finns kept their dream of freedom through the 
centuries. Twenty years ago today, after the fall 
of the Czar’s Government had left Russia in chaos, 
they declared their independence. The early years of 
the new nation were trying ones, for it was a post- 
war battleground for bloody strife between Reds and 
Whites. At length stability came, and Finland today 
is a progressive and substantial Republic. 

The American people take a special interest in 
Finland because it is the only nation which has met 
every payment on its debt to this country as it 
fell due. A consistently favorable trade balance 
with the United States has made such payments 
readily possible, but the Finns deserve credit for 
not following mightier nations into default and re- 
pudiation when such evasions became the custom. 

Finland has an area about that of Montana and 
a population about that of Missouri. It is far ad- 
vanced in social legislation, has no unemployment and 
has always kept its budget balanced. [Illiteracy has 
been reduced to less than 1 per cent, and Fin- 
land has developed rapidly, both culturally ‘and 
economically, under age A birthday salute 
to this progressive country which still views a debt 
as a solemn obligation!

A survey published in this newspaper recently 
showed that the curtailment of road funds would 
deeply affect the program in this State and would 
compel the abandonment of projects in themselves 
highly desirable. The same is true elsewhere. But 
how in the world are we ever going to reduce Fed- 
eral expenditures without making certain unpleas- 
ant sacrifices? 

The original theory of Federal aid to states for 
road-building purposes was that it would act as a 
stimulant for state expenditures at a time when the 
nation was desperately in need of an adequate high- 
way system. The theory worked, In the 20 years 
or so that Federal contributions have been made, 
America has got itself out of the mud and has de- 
veloped a magnificent system of hard-surfaced high- 
ways. Meantime, Federal funds have come to be 
regarded, not as a stimulant, but as a steady diet. 

Mr. Roosevelt does not propose abolition of grants- 
in-aid for highway construction; he merely asks that 
they be reduced to serve a national purpose that 
just now is of infinitely greater importance than new 
highways, namely, the maintenance of sound Fed- 
eral credit. But the Harrisons, the Haydens and 
others will not yield. It is the old story of the camel

Formerly skeptical of eriticisms, editor of advertising journal now says 73 elixir fatali- 
ities have convinced him of need for stronger drug laws; urges business to come 
out 100 per cent for a strong measure to protect public health and keep quacks .

NE winter afternoon almost four years 
ago, ‘we were sitting in the majority 
caucus room of the Senate Office Build- 
ing listening to Walter G. Campbell, chief 
of the Food and Drug Administration, spin 
a little tale to the general effect that under 


our existing food and drug laws, it would be . 


possible for someone to come here from 
darkest Africa; set himself up in the medi- 
cine-making business, throw together some 
sort of lethal potion, label it and advertise 
it as a cure for everything from tuberculo- 
sis to dandruff, and completely escape the 
toils of the law by taking refuge in that 
joker which compels the administrative 
agency to establish the fact of intentional 
fraud. 

It occurred to us at the time that Mr. 
Campbell, who had shown himself to be a 
fairly level-headed witness up to that point, 
was becoming unnecessarily dramatic in at- 
tempting to portray the shortcomings of our 
30-year-old Food and Drugs Act. The strain 
of the difficult job of defending the ambi- 
tious Tugwell bill before a Senate investi- 
gating committee was obviously proving too 
much for him. 

But a fortnight back, we were forced to 
alter that judgment. Mr. Campbell hadn't 
been overreaching himself. What had 
seemed to us like sheer histrionics at the 
time had suddenly been fraught with a grim 
matter-of-fact significance, for almost the 
exact situation which Mr. Campbell pic- 
tured had become overnight an appalling 
reality.

They make a bad market. Yet 
they are in the market in great 
numbers, because the United 
States, unlike any other country, 
has board rooms and tickers all 
over the place, and anybody with 
half à shoestring can borrow the 
other half. 

The big informed investors and 
speculators, on the other hand, 
have been pushed out of the mar- 
ket. What with the capital gains 
tax, which means that they can- 
not afford to take profits when they 
have them; what with the rule for- 
bidding officers to trade in their 
own securities; what with the tax 
exempts as a refuge from the high 
surtaxes, the very men who could 
trade shrewdly and powerfully are 
kept more or less on the side lines. 


If this is correct—if the volatility 
of the New York market is due to 
the fact that too many small and 
too few large traders are in a mar- 
ket that has too many stocks—then 
reform is needed, both in the Ex- 
change and in Government policy. 
They will be difficult reforms. 

For the exchange to make stock 
trading less like the slot machines 
and more, as it is in London, like 
the buying and selling of property, 
would be a painful reform. It is a 
exchange 
could initiate so drastic a reform. 
For the Government to revise the 
tax laws and the regulations which 
exclude the big fellows is also a 
difficult reform, inyolving among 
other things the painful admission 
of error. 

But of one thing we may be cer- 
tain. It is that to cure the evil, 
which both Mr. Gay and Mr. Doug- 
las recognize, no painless and cheap 
remedy will be found. Those who 
come offering easy remedies, par- 
ti ly remedies which make the 
other fellow the scapegoat, are al- 
most surely trifling with the prob- 
lem.

60 OLD-AGE PENSION CLAIMS 
FILED WEEKLY IN ST, LOUIS 


Workers Reaching 65 Apply, But 


Many Widows Apparently Do 
Not Know of Their Right. 

An average of 60 claims a week 
are filed with the St. Louis office 
of the Social Security Board for 
old-age pensions under insurance 
provisions of tho act, L. T. Gaukel, 
manager, said today. Of 1093 claims 
for lump-sum payments, 513 have 
been approved. 

Most of the eligible workers 
reaching 65 are filing claims, : but 
seemingly many widows and rela- 
tives of deceased employes do not 
know of their right to file a claim, 
Gaukel said. Actuarial estimates 
show that a greater number of 
death claims should be received 
than claims from persons reach- 
ing 65, but the opposite is true in 
St. Louis.

Weak average — 51-60, inclusive 
Middling — — — 61-75, inclusive 
Post - graduate — 76-89, inclusive 
Expert — — — — 90-99, inclusive 
Master — — — — 100 and over 
My fact finding has not yet been

I report this bidding so that I 
can agitate against it. Duplicate 
players are much too inclined to 
play every hand in no trump. Ad- 
mittedly, it is wise to lean in that 
direction, but when the responder 
can see that a game in partner’s 
major suits is virtually certain (as 
South should have seen with this 
hand) it is ridiculous to forget all 
principles of rubber bridge in def- 
erence to so-called duplicate phi- 
losophy. South’s additional reason 
for responding with no trump rath- 
er than a strong spade raise was 
that he “wanted all of his kings 
and tenaces led up to rather than 
through.” This theory also has 
merit, but only to an extent that 
does not conflict with the sounder 
theory that, given a good fitting 
suit, it is almost always possible to 
make at least one more trick with 
that suit as trump than at no 
trump. 

It is true that in this hand there 
was an unfortunate duplication of 
doubletons in the diamond suit. As 
the cards lay, obviously the bid of 
five spades was cold, and three no 
trump unmakeable. '

So much can be done to modify 
and improve the shape of the mouth 
through the clever application of 
lipstick, that every woman owes it 
to herself to attempt to acquire skill 
in the use of this cosmetic.

LLOWANCES—Do 

Ave need em? oe eg 
Is school life humiliating and 

“practically impossible“ without 

them? 

Here’s a problem which is rais- 
ing ructions in many a home. Some 
parents will say— We didn’t have 
allowances when we were school 
children—why should youngsters 
demand them today?” But the sit- 
uation isn’t identical. 

Forty years ago—even 20—most 
young people were still dependent 
on dad’s purs e. But today 
thousands of boys and girls of teen 
age are financially independent. 
This has inevitably raised the stand- 
ard of living for juniors. Willy 
nilly, the youngster without an al- 
lowance, is in daily association 
with the well-heeled lad or lass. 

Has or hasn’t the young genera- 
tion a right to its weekly remit- 
tance? 

“It certaintly has!” says Dorothy 
Mack of New York City. 

“My own high school days (Wad- 
leigh 36) were made miserable 
through lack of an allowance. I 
don’t mean to be a selfish ingrate. 
I admit my mother couldn’t afford 
to give me one. She was struggling 
to support two daughters and a 
chronically invalid husband. But 


all this didn’t lessen my own hu- 


miliation. 

“In high school life it’s so im- 
portant to ‘rate’ or ‘be regular’. I 
didn’t. I was constantly left out 
of 2 ee and developed 
an embit feeling of inferiority 
as a — vor instance, I couldn’t 
afford to buy the H. S. sweater or 
pin—which go so far toward build- 
ing school loyalty. My full lunch- 
eon for one whole term consisted 
of one cup of ice cream—for I “was 
much too proud to bring a home- 


made lunch and too poor to pur-

chase more than that.

N asked why I didn’t attend 
the school activities. Rath- 
er than explain that I didn’t 
have the admission price—and to 
forestall any charitable offers from 
them—I presented indifference to- 
ward such activities, which natural- 
ly gave me a strange name.

If you’re a parent, you'll say that 
Dorothy’s “pride” was “cockeyed 
nonsense.”

We elders, who per- 
mit high school years to be filled 
with such expensive demands, such 
unreasonable extravagances, are to 
blame. Also, we in our own luxury 
loving habits foster this attitude 
we condemn.

no child would face it if we, our- 
selves, used sense. 

“An allowance teaches you not 
only the value of money,” says Mar- 
garet Slinn, 16, of Gross Pointe 
Park, Mich., “but it also builds in- 
itiative and pride. 

“Since I had my allowance I cer- 
tainly have learned more about the 
value of money than all the lectures 
ever taught me before. I’m allowed 
$3.50 per week — and I certainly 
count every cent. This covers all 
my transportation expenses, my 
lunches, my yearly Student Associ- 
ation tickets, my books, paper, lab 
fees, ete. Also, my clothing. I even 
bought my own formal and have 
learned to sew, too. I love to shop 
for myself and would rather go 
without than have to turn to any- 
one else and accept their taste.”

“In the first place, I feel that 
these awards should not be made 
at all,” he explained. “Acting is 
not something that can be put on a 
competitive basis, but if the awards 
are to be handed out, then the de- 
cisions should be made by the 
actors themselves and not by the pro- 
ducers. Probably this year a change 
will be made with both the mem- 
bers of the Academy of Motion Pic- 
ture Arts and Sciences and the 
Screen Actors’ Guild voting on the 
winners of the Academy Awards. 
There should be awards for the best 
performances tu in by feature 
players, too, Feature players often 


turn in exquisite performances in 
small parts, but the awards go only 
to the stars of the productions.”
